I  there- 
fore, on  reaching  inr  of&ce,  fearing  a 
personal  interview  might  be  denied 
me,  wrote  and  delivered  in  person  to 
the    private  secretary  of  tlie  Captain 
Genetal,  the  note  which  follows,  pure- 
ly as  an  act  of  humanity.      The  note 
and  the  reply  the  public  can  judge  of 
for  themeelres :

Sin  I  have  just  arrived  in  the 
city,  and  heard  of  the  capture  of  about 
fifty  of  the  men  who  came  with  Lopez 
and  that  they  have  been  condemned  to 
he  ahot  very  soon.

Will  your  Excel- 
lency allow  me  an  interview  at  once?

the  other  consuls  resident  in  this  city.

This  can  readily  be  perceived  by  reading 
the  extent  of  the  powers  as  set  forth  in 
the  following  royal  exequatur  :

H"  was  found  wherever  the  sons  of  No- 
ah migrated,  for  he  was  necessary  to  the 
existance  of  man;  and  even  to  the  pres- 
ent day,  wherever  man  has  trodden  has 
bf'.an  fotttd  in  a  domestics  tedorwildstate. 
The  esriiest  record  we  have  of  the  ox  is 
in  the  sacrud  volume.  Even  in  the  an- 
tediluvian age,  aoon  after  the  expulsion 
from  Iv.len,  tlie  sheep  had  become  the 
servant  ol  man;  and  it  is  not  improb- 
able that  the  o\  was  subjugated  at  the 
sama  lime.  It  is  rccur.led  that  Jubal, 
tlie  son  of  Ijamech,  who  waa  born  du- 
ring the  lifetime  of -\dam,  was  the  fath- 
erjof  such  as  have  cattle. 

The  records  of  profane  history  confirm 
this  account  of  the  early  domestication 
and  acknowledged  value  of  this  animal, 
fui  it  was  worshiped  by  the  Egyptians  and 
venerated  among  the  Indians.  The  tra- 
ditions of  every  Celtic  nation  enrol  the 
cow  among  the  earliest  productions,  and 
represent  it  as  a  kind  of  divinity. 

Tho  ])are!)t  race  of  the  ox  is  said  to 
have  been  much  larger  than  any  of  the 
present  varieties.  The  Utus,  in  his 
wild  state,  at  leaot,  was  a:i  enormous 
and  fierce  animal,  and  ancient  legends 
have  thrown  around  him  an  air  of  niis- 
tery.  In  almost  every  part  ''d  the  Con- 
tinent, and  in  every  district  of  England, 
skulls,  evidently  belonging  to  cattle, 
have  been  found  far  exceding  inbulk  any 
now  known.  There  is  a  specimen  in 
the  British  Mnteom;  the  peculisrity  of 
the  horns  will  be  observed,  resembing 
smaller  ones  dug  in  the  mines  of  Corn- 
wall, preserved,  in  some  degree,  in  the 
wild  cattle  of  Chillingham  Park,  and 
not  quite  lost  in  our  native  breeds  of 
Devon  hiih  EnslSnss'  X.  find  those  of  the 
Welch  mountains  and  Highland.*.  W« 
belil  ^e  tiiat  this  re  ferred  more  to  in  li- 
viduals  than  the  generality,  lor  there  is 
no  doubt  that,  within  rhe  last  century, 
the  size  of  the  cattle  has  progressively 
increased  in  England,  and  kept  pace 
with  the  improvement  of  agriculture. 

We  will  not  endeavor  to  follow  the 
migration  of  the  ox  from  Western  Asia, 
nor  the  change  in  size,  and  form,  and 
value  which  it  underwent,  according  to 
the  difference  of  climate  and  of  pasture, 
as  it  journeyed  on  toward  the  west,  for 
there  are  no  records  of  this,  on  which  de- 
pendence can  be  placed.— Feaall  aad 
Miirtin  on  cat  tic.
